It  tells  what  soils  of  various  kinds  and  types  are 
like,  why  they  are  "oroductive  or  unproductive,  and  how  they  may  be  managed  for 
profita.ble  crop  production.     There  is  also  a  chapter  on  soil  conservation,  which 
calls  attentipn  to  land  .-deterioration  and 'destruction 'through  erosion,  and  vrhich 
shows  how ' farm -and  range  lands  may  be  utilized 'without  undue  soil  v^astage,  with 
p.  view  to  permanent  agriculture.     The  la/st  cha.pt er  is  on  sands  and  their  manage- 
ment, and  the  cropping  problems  peculiar  to  such  soil.     Since  the  appearance  of 
the  first  edition  of  this  book,  in  1920,  the  author  has  studied  soils  and  farm- 
ing in  all  pa.rts  of  the  United  States,  in  Canada,  and  parts  of  Nexico,  and  has 
also  had  commercial  opportuniti-es  to  study  agriculture  and  the  improvement  of 
soil  fertili'ty  through  proper  land  utilization  and  the  use  of  fertilizers. 
Since  1934  he  has  resided  in  the  arid-semiarid  region  of  the  southwestern  U.S., 
v/here  he  has  given  much  attention  to  v/atershed  protection  in  aid  of  flood  con- 
trol. .
